Bloomfield farm. The Oregon ia a red kemel wheat,
and the Chinese a beauttlul plump white kernel.
These extraordinary varieties produced Mr. S. last
season 45 to 50 bushels of wheat per acre, weighing
63 to 68 lbs. per bushel.
"Orec.on and China wheat..There have been

left at our office two new species of wheat.one called
'Oregon,-1 the other 'China.' It was taken from the
Bloomfield estdte, belonging to Henry R. Smelizer,
near Middletown, Frederick county, Maryland.
The 'Oregon' wheat was found or discovered by a

missionary travelling through that territory, who
brought it to this country in 1839. Mr. Smelizer
this year raised from four and a quarter acres, 213
bushels and 43 lbs., which ia a fraction over 50
bushels to the sore. This wheat is very hardy, of
a beautiful red color, with smooth chaff, heads from
5 to 6 inches long, and average from 90 to 130
grains to the head. It is believed it will yield at
least 20 per cent, more to the acre than the ordinary
wheat, from the fact that it has from 15 to 20 grains
more to the head. The history of the China wheat
is rather singular. A few heads were found in a
box of Chiiia-wafe imported from the north of China;and the heads being so very large and compact,
the discoverer was induced to plant them. Mr. 9.
informs uS that last year he raised 421 bushels per
acre With it, and this year 47 bushels per acre. This
is a beautiful white whedt, and has heads or ears
about as long as the 'Oregon1 wheat, and about the
same number of grains to the head. The 'Chiria1
wheat is of the early kind, and, so far, has not been
injured by smut, mildew, or fly.".Sun.

The bidder may propose a different schedule of

days and hours than the one above specified. He
may ask for an annual sum of compensation; or, in
lieu thereof, a certain proportion of the postages accruingon the mail-matter conveyed over the route;
and he may offer to carry the mail more frequentlythan once a week.

Articles of contract are to be executed by the acceptedbidder and by his sureties, by or before the first
day of March next. The contract is to provide,

The
Postmaster General may annul the contract for repeatedfailures; for violating the po«i office laws; for
disobeying the instructions of the department; for
refusing to discharge a carrier when required by
the department; for assigning the contract without
the consent of the Postmaster General; or for setting
The Postmaster General may alter the contract,

and alter the ached ule, he allowing a pro rata increaseof compensation, within the restrictions im-
posed by law, for the additional service required, or
for the increased speed, if the employment pf additionalstock or carriers is rendered necessary; but m
the contractor may,in such case, relinquish the contract,on timely notice, if he prefers it to the change.
The Postmaster General may also discontinue or
curtail the service, he allowing one month's extra
pay on the amount dispensed with; and the contract
"may at any time be terminated by joint resolution
of the two houses of Congress."
The route, the service, the yearly pay, the bidder'sname and residence, ana the name of each

member of the firm where a company offers, should
be distinctly slated in the proposals.
The following is the form of the guarantee, which

should be filled, the first blank with the name of the

Siarantor; the second with that of the bidder, and
e' third and fourth with the beginning and terminatingpoints of the route; and, after being dated, 1

should be signed by the guarantor, who must be I
shown, by the written certificate of a postmaster, or
other equally satisfactory testimonial, to be a man
of property, and able to make good his guarantee.
This guarantee, so certified, should accompany each
k;,i.

next, with good and sufficient sureties, to perform
the service proposed.
